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REGULAR MEETING OP THE CITY COUNCIL I

Austin, ttoxau,_ March 5«.

The City Council of the City of Auotin, Tnxas, Convened In regular session, at the rofiulnr meet-

ing place In tho Council Chamber at the Municipal Building, on Thursday, March 5.t 19̂ 2, afc lOrjQ A.M.,

with Mayor Tom Miller presiding. Roll call showed tho following raombera present! Councllmen C.?. Alford,

Eugene C. Bartholomew, Simon Gillie, Mayor Torn. Miller, and Councilman Oswald 0. Wolfs absent, none.

The Minuteo of the regular meeting of 'February 26, 19*12, worn road, and upon motion of Councilman

Alford, were adopted as read "by the following vote: ayeo, Councllmen Alford, Bartholomew, Olllio,

Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf; nayo, none,

The question' of whether the City should take bids for leasing of the Municipal Airport to private

Management, or operate same under City management, came up for dlacuBolon. A delegation of citizens

'waa present on the matter, and 'those participating In tho dlacuoalon wore ae follows:

BOB COLTHARP, Chairman of a committee from' the Industrial Division of the Chamber of Commerce

Aviation Committee, spoke, substantially, as follows!

"That his committee, after a ntudy of this particular phaae of tho matter, wore
of the opinion that the City should try to secure a manager, for the Airport, a non-
oporatlng manager, preferably a filar but not one who was trying to make & living
from flying, and that ho should be on tho payroll of tho City and manage the airport
as other City .activities arc managed;

'That a national survey has disclosed that only about 6$' of tho airports In tho
United States are operated on other plane - tyfy being operated on the plan proposed;

'That If the manager or lessee of the Airport is on operator, he would not have
to report to tho City Manager and would run the Airport, owned by the taxpayers, for
his ovm profit, which is not the democratic way; that any profit made should go to
the City, and if there is a loss, thon tho City should take that loss, but, if proper-
ly managed, In time thoro would not be a IOBS; . .

'That tho airport, including tho land area, equipment, otc., is all a public
enterprise and public property and should be opo rated on same basis as the streets and
highways ;

'That the City would have police Jurisdiction and would BOO that the CAA rules
arc followed. " '• .

WSSB RIOT, a former manager of tho Airport, indorsed the statumontu of Bob Coltharp,
adding that ho does not believe that tho Airport will over be operated at a profit .
by tho City, but, If for no other reason, custom will require that it bo operated
by the City as a utility, and that Is the way It will have to bo operated to' got
the most benefit for tho City, for tho advantages accruing to tho City are not
measured in dollars and cents; and that It is better to have namo operated by a
manager on a salary, under tho City Manager, and not allow him to engage In flying
for a living. "

The Mayor then ankod if there wore any present who wished to submit bide for loaning of the

Airport*

Q-. C. Cross stated that he had conflldorod submitting a bid, but Would not do so if there wore

no other bidders, and that ho was in favor of City management of aume.

Mr. Wright, who operates a flying school, also utated that he had rather tho City would operate

tho Airport.

Wo other persons desiring to bo heard, Councilman Wolf then moved that the City take over and

operate the Ifanlcipal Airport aa a City activity, under the management of a man employed by the

City Manager; that tho City Manager bo authorized to receive applications for this position, and to

set up a supplemental "budget covering tho operation of such Airport, The motion prevailed by the

following vote: ayes, Councilman Alford, Bartholomew, Olllls, Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf;

nays, none.

The City Manager then advised tho Council that ho wmld have such supplemental budget ready

for approval, at the next regular meeting.

B. H. Williams, Agent of Gulf Oil Corporation, informed the Council that if the City desires

to put in additional equipment for gasoline at tho Municipal Airport, his Company would be glad to
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take the matter up. with the officials In Washington.

It was the nonse of the meeting that tho City Manager be authorised to provide for the gasoline

requirements of the Airport.

Melvln Pnnnoll mibmitted to the Council hio Chauffeurs Llconno, Just granted "by the Texas

Department of Public Safety, and asked that ho be granted a taxi cab driver's permit . After some

diflcuaslon, It was moved by Councilman Wolf that tho said Melvln Pannell be granted a probationary

taxlcab driver's permit for thirty days, subject to cancellation In the meantime upon the first

offense. Tho motion prevailed by tho following votei eyes, Councllmon Alford, Bartholomew, Olllls,

Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf; nays, none.

The written request of H, F, Severn, Agent of tho Sinclair Defining Company, for permission

to uae the southeast corner of tho Butler tract, approximately throe hundred feet square, for tho

purpose of putting on a demonstration of tho "Sinclair Slight Trainer" from March 26th to March 30th,

v/ae, received. The matter wao referred to the City Manager, with Inntructlona to grant the.request

as set forth In such written communication*

The written application of Jos. Lucas and ft* C« Lolgh for a change in zoning, from"C-l" Co minor-.

cial District to "C-S" Commercial District, of tho south side of East First Street betweon Congress

Avenue and Red Hlver Street, or- alternatively, between Trinity and Sad Elver Streets, was received;

and the matter was referred to the Board of Adjustment for consideration and report.

Councilman Bartholomew offered the following resolution!

Austin, Travis County, Texas, and hereby authorizes Qugonhelm-ColdBmlth Company, acting by and

through Harold V. Hqofgen, Manager, to operate a private gasoline plant for the sole purpose of

servicing their own "motor equipment, and from which no gasoline IB to be sold, subject to tho same's

being operated In compliance with all the ordinances relating thereto, and further subject to tho

fbregolng attached recommendations; and the Building Inspector Is hereby authorized to issue an

occupancy permit for the operation of this private gasoline plant after full compliance with all the

provlnlons of thin roaolutlon, and said permission shall be held to be granted and accepted, subject

to all necessary, reasonable and proper, present and future regulations and ordinances of the City

of Austin, Texao, in tho enforcement of the proper police, traffic and fire regulations; and the

right of revocation Is retained If, aftor hearing, It .Is found by tho City Council that the said

Qugonhelm-doldsniith Company lias failed and refused, and will continue to fail and refuse to perform

any such conditions, regulations, and ordinances.

(2) That all pumps ahall be located not nearer than 10 feet to the* property lino
and so located that cars stopped for the purpose of receiving gasoline or othor
supplies ahall not in any way obstruct the free passage of traffic on either tho

, street or alloy,

(3) That "KO SMOKING" signs shall at all times be prominently displayed, and no person
shall bo permitted to smoke on tho pro ml a 00 whom gasoline is handled or stored*

(4) That a permit be secured from tho Building Inspector's offlco boforo any installa-
tion worlc is started.
